Mayor Tells of Rising Costs. 

In his address to the board on 
the earnings tax, Mayor Kauf- 
mann pointed out that costs of 
operation, wages and cost of sup- 
plies city institutions, have 
spiraled in recent years. He said: 

“A revenue structure that was 
adequate as recently as 1944-45 to- 
day is utterly incapable of staving 
off a deficit—and not the kind 
of deficit that may be made up 
easily in a few normal vears. 

“The deficit we face, unless ad- 
ditional revenue is forthcoming, 
will be by far the largest in the 
city’s history. It would be nothing 
short of disastrous to allow this 
to come to pass. Our enviable 
eredit rating, even our solvency, 
are at stake.” 

“Short-Change Dollars.” 

He said that property, license 
and excise taxes are producing at 
record high levels, but their yield 
is “far below the need in these 
days of short-change dollars.” 

“After the earnings tax has be- 
come operative’ Mayor Kauf- 
mann told the Aldermen, “and we 
are in a position to gauge with 
some degree of accuracy its actual 
of production, it is the ad- 
ministration’s firm purpose to re- 
view the city’s entire revenue 
structure with a view of eliminat- 
ing all possible minor, or “nut- 
sance, taxes, consonant with 
sound fiscal policy. 

“How far we can travel in this 
direction will be determined not 
alone by the yield of the new tax, 
which 1 am today advocating, but 
also by the amount of further in- 
fiation this nation is to suffer be- 
fore a leveling-off. or price decline, 
sets in. Unfortunately. an end to 
the vicious spiral is not yet in 
sight.” 

The earnings tax. on the gross 
income of individuals and net in- 
come of corporations earned in the 
city. would provide additional an- 
nual revenue of from $5,000,000 to 
$7,500,000, it has been estimated. 

The Mayor said the $190,900 ap- 
propriation will be needed to hire 
additional personnel in the De- 
partmenf of Streets and Sewers 
when the “sorely needed” munici- 
pal rubbish collection system “ 
comes a reality by the end of the 
year.

On the evening of April 28 a 
gensational report swept through 
the bunker, shaking and exciting 
the occupants as much as the 
earthquake vibrations of the ar- 
tilery bombardment 
bells were to ring for 
Eva Braun. 

Hitler broke the official news of 
his intended marriage in the most 
unusual wedding announcement 
ever made. He proclaimed it in 
his will, which he dictated to Frau 
Junge: 

“As I did not consider that I 
could take responsibility during 
the years of struggle, of con- 
tracting a marriage, I have now 
decided before the closing of my 
earthly career, to take as my 
wife that girl who, after many 
years of faithful friendship, en- 
tered, of her own free will, the 
practically besieged town in or- 
der to share her destiny with 
me.” 

The marriage declarat 
with a funera] notice: 

“I, myself, and my wife—in 
order to escape the disgrace of 
deposition or capitulation— 
choose death. It is our wish to 
he burnt immediately on the 
spot where I have carried out 
the greatest part of my daily 
work in the course of a 12 years’ 
service to my prople.” 

Then he dictated his political 
testament, which Frau Junge 
found to be “so completely mean- 
Ingless. He repeated only the 
same things he had said over and 
ever in his speeches and procla- 
mations.” 

Lies and Absurdities. 

T talked with Maj. Johannmeier. 
who carried a copy of this will 
out of the bunker. He was to de- 
liver it to General Schoerner. the 
new army commander -in - chief. 
But, failing to reach his objective. 
he buried it in the backyard of 
his home where it was found by 
Allied investigators. Two vears 
later he identified the will for me 
and together we read its brazen 
lies, its monumental absurdities. 
its fuming and frothing hatreds. 

One paragraph is enough to re- 
Veal its general purport: 

“It is untrue that I or anyone 
else in Germany wanted the war 
in 1939. It was desired and in- 
stigated exclusively by those in- 
ternational statesmen who were 
either Jewish descent or worked 
for Jewish interests. I have 
made too many offers for the 
control and limitation of arma- 
ments, which posterity will not 
for all time be able to disregard 
for the responsibility for the 
outbreak of this war to be laid 
on me.” 

In the short interval between 
the dictation of these two wills 
Hitler became the husband of Eva 
Braun. Gerda Christian, the other 
secretary, participated in the wed- 
ding festivities. She related to me 
the story of the conjugal cere- 
mony 50 feet underground with 
the wedding march being played 
by Stalin's organs. 

{ asked her if she congratulated 
the groom. 

She replied: 

“No. I said nothing because the 
wedding really meant his death 
day. It was not the same as is 
usual with weddings. I could not 
say: ‘I wish you all the best from 
my heart,’ because I knew what 
was going to happen. It was really 
a death wedding.” 

Champagne and Hilarity. 

However, in spite of the invis- 
ible shroud in the mortuary, 
champagne was served, and, with 
champagne, came hilarity. It was 
perforce a grim and mirthless 
hilarity, but nonetheless some 
feeble laughter flickered in the 
steady boom of the artillery and 
the crash of the exploding shells. 

At 2:30 in the morning of April 
28, on Hitler’s orders, a group of 
from 20 to 25 people solemnly 
gathered in the dining room cor- 
ridor: waiters, cooks, clerks, of- 
ficers and sundry who had waited 
on him and his entourage during 
those last days. 

Erwin Jakubek, who had served 
meals on Hitler’s special train for 
many years, and had followed him 
into the Reich Chancellery bunker, 
related to me the scene of Hit- 
ler. with slow jerky steps coming 

before them. 

7 In a low uncertain voice the 
Fuehrer told the awe-stricken 
audience that he had resolved to 
take his life and he was bidding 
them farewell.

Hitler had no decisions to make.

He had one supreme fear; that 
in some manner he might be 
taken away against his will and 
turned over to the foe. A few 
days before he had dismissed 
even his theretofore most trust- 
ed Dr. Morell. Morell, in ac- 
cordance with his usual prac- 
tice, was about to give the 
Fuehrer an injection, when the 
Fuehrer turned on him: “Go 
away, Morell! You intend to 
give me morphine and when I 
am unconscious you will trans- 
port me away.” 

He now talked constantly 
his approaching dissolution, 

Frau Junge said to him that 
in her opinion, a leader ought 
to die in battle at the head of 
his troops, but he replied that 
the risk would be too great—he 
might be wounded and captured 
and then subjected to shameful 
indignities. He insisted that 
there was nothing wrong about 
his self-destruction, since, he 
said, “there was no other way 
out.” 

Suddenly everyone notes an 
extraordinary phenomenon’ in 
the bunker. People are smok- 
ing. What no one has dared to 
do in 12 years, brandish lighted 
cigarets, cigars or pipes in Hit- 
ler’s presence, is now being done 
with impunity. Even Eva Braun, 
who has not smoked before, 
puffs at a cigarette, and the 
Fuehrer makes no objection. 

The Fuehrer no longer fright- 
ens or awes anyone. 

Arthur Axmann, Hitler Youth 
leader, calls and he spends an 
hour with the Fuehrer, but they 
do not talk of military matters.

The. Stakes in Inflation 


In preparing his bill to present to the specia! 
session on the control of living costs, President 
Truman should make the issue as compact as 
possible. Last fall Congress rejected the Presi- 
dent’s 10-point program for inflation control. All 
the points were sound, but two of them have 
been adequately dealt with already. Some of 
the others are less pressing than they were 
months ago. 

If Congress can be moved to provide only five 
main controls, inflation can be curbed. The five 
essential steps are: 

1. Allocation and inventory control of 
scarce commodities which basically affect 
the cost of living. 

2. Consumer rationing of scarce commodi- 
ties. 


3. Price ceilings on essential commodities 
in Short supply, and wage ceilings to the ex- 
tent necessary to maintain price controls. 


4 The regulation of speculative trading 
on the grain and produce exchanges. 


5. Restraints on installment buying and 
on the creation of inflationary bank credit. 
In the 25 months since Congress let the OPA 

expire, living costs have risen approximately 
one per cent a month. And the increase in liv- 
irig costs has given rise to an effective demand 
for increased wages. 

This is an economic evil which can be re- 
neated over and over, with ever-increasing dan- 
ger to the national economy. It almost certainly 
will be repeated until the rearmament and 


European aid programs are concluded—unless 


Congress rises to the occasion and gives the na- 
tion the controls which President Truman has 
been pleading for since early in 1946. 

Even if it were possible to avoid a violent 
crash or recession without invoking controls, the 
failure to invoke them still would cost, and is 
costing, the taxpayers billions of dollars. 

The Government wll spend in the current 
fiscal year close to 20 billion dollars for re- 
armament and foreign aid. By comparing the 
price level prevailing now with that prevailing 
when the OPA was allowed to expire, it is read- 
ily evident that the Government is spending, in 
one year alone, between five and six billion dol- 
Jars more for rearmament and foreign aid than 
it would spend had the price level of mid-1946 
been preserved 

We are hilking 
yet, the constant rise in prices in the United 
States makes _ infinitely difficult the 
achievement of economic equilibrium in Western 
Europe. Great Britain has practiced heroic 
self-denial in regulating prices within her own 
borders, but the problem is constantly compl.- 
cated by the upward spiral Pen In the 
United States, which is called upon to supply 
much of Britain’s imports. 

If what is at stake here—economic equilib- 
rium at home and the leadership of nations 
abroad—-cannot move a mav)ofrity of Congress- 
men to act, what sort of stakes and what kind nf 
emergency does it take to stir them to action?

Texas Gets a Lesson in Tolerance 

Last fall the Mexican Government took direct 
steps to relieve race prejudice in Texas against 
Mexicans. It presented a simple and wholly 
legal ultimatum: Let Texas halt discrimination. 


or Mexico would stop the annua! trek of Mexi-° 


can laborers across the border to help harvest 
Texas crops. Since Texas has been using 40.000 
to 50,000 Mexicans in harvesting the cotton crop 
alone, the state sat up and took notice. 

The Texas Cotton Ginners’ Association tackled 
the problent. It started direct negotiations with 
the Mexican Government. In communities 
which the Mexican Government cites as prac- 
ticing discrimination, the ginners’ committee 
agreed to conduct meetings with farmers, busi- 
ness men, public school men and peace officers 
to see that the migrant Mexicans get a fair deal. 

The Texas Good Neighbor Commission also is 
taking a hand. Encouraged by the new attitude 
om the part of farmers interested in saving their 


cotton crop, Gov. Beauford Jester has started an 
anti-discrimination program in the public 
schools. 

All in all, the Mexicans who cross the Rio 
Grande this fall with mattresses and guitars 
hanging from their creaky jalopies will find 
what is, compared with previous receptions, a 
warm welcome. The Mexican Government has 
done well in compelling a better appreciation of 
the value of Mexican labor.
